Jamming 

Legitimate users of the voice repeaters are still enduring the 
jammers. Rude noises, dead carriers, obscene statements and 
threats are unfortunately all too common. The club is 
cooperating with the Official Observers and the FCC to 
remedy this situation. The users of the systems can be a big 
help to the control operators. If you are monitoring and you 
hear some of this activity, listen on the input to the repeater. 
Become friends with your reverse button. Important 
information has been obtained this way. Let Howard know 
via the phone or email what you hear. Things that are 
important are your location, the time and the signal strength. 
The fact that you didn’t hear the jammer is also helpful. 
The nature of these jamming attacks is designed to keep 
legitimate users from using the machines. This denial of 
service is aimed to shut down the machines or make them 
unusable. The best way to thwart the jammers is to use the 
machines frequently while not acknowledging or engaging 
the disrupters. While using the systems, be sure to observe 
the Part 97 rules and the Club’s use policy. Do not provoke 
or engage the disruptive operators. By ignoring them, you 
deny them the reward that they are seeking. Also, be aware 
that the Official Observers and the FCC are collecting 
information on these folks. 

Repeating from last month’s column, our control operators 
are on the job. They have been trying to keep the systems 
going while balancing the response to the more flagrant rules 
violations. You can help them by keeping a log of time, 
content, input frequency signal strength and your location 
when you heard them. By forwarding this to the control 
operators, other jammers can be identified and be brought to 
the attention of the authorities. 

Thank you for your patience while this is being corrected.

Do You Like SPAM? (Part 2)

I still don’t. 
During the last month one of the hardware gurus I know told 
me about an automated service that does what was described 
last month plus more. The service is called Spam Cop. Its 
URL is http://spamcop.net and it seems effective. When one 
receives Spam, the headers are expanded and the total message 
is pasted into Spam Cop’s reporting area. The page will parse 
the headers and generate a complaint message to the 
appropriate providers. This isa free service. The page offers a 
subscription for expanded service. Take a look, it will make 
you feel that you are contributing positively in the Spam war. 
Here is a portion of an abuse reply: 
Thank you for contacting PSINet's Net-Abuse Team. 
Your assigned ticket number is #nab-886865. 
PSINet's dialup access infrastructure is being 
exploited by a spammer using a computer identified 
with various hostnames, including "baby," "jgroves," 
and "satellite." 
Among the thousands of unsolicited bulk commercial 
e-mail messages being sent by this spammer are 
messages with the following subject lines: 
Work From The Comfort Of Your Home! 
Work From Home! Great Opportunity! 
Home Based Biz! PT/FT 
Legal Cable TV Descrambler! 
The Internet Spy and YOU!!! 
The spammer is using.a series of accounts created on 
Surfree.com, one of PSINet's ISP partners whose 
users access the Internet through PSINet's POPs. 
Thousands of junk e-mail messages are then 
transmitted directly from the spammer's host through 
the mail relays of unrelated parties, including 
EarthLink Network, Inc., other ISPs, and college and 
university networks. 
These actions violate not only PSINet's Net Abuse 
Policy but also the terms of service of Surfree.com, 
Inc. and of EarthLink Network, Inc. 


do supplements the work of the deputies and often frees them to concentrate on more serious matters. We work at events like the 
county fair, parades, races, Safe Boating Day, and the Lafayette Concours car show. We provide extra "eyes and ears" for the 
deputies and assist with traffic and crowd control. Just our uniformed presence may help inhibit, shall we say, "anti-social 


activities". Some of our members support the Sheriff's dispatch center and assist with communications-related administrative and 
community services. And, of course, we are available to supplement the Search And Rescue team's communications as needed. In 
fact, our small Team contributes over 1,200 hours per year to the people of Contra CoSta County. 

A new service we have begun providing on request is one that can't be provided by any other team of the Sheriff's Reserves; ATV. 
Our first ATV event was the county fair last August. Locating a camera in a strategic area of the fair grounds gave the Sheriff's 
dispatchers and commanders unprecedented views of potential trouble areas. The service was exceptionally popular with everyone 
that saw it. As a result, we were requested to provide the service for the Lafayette Concours classic car show, and expect many 
other requests in the future. 

We are also considering other ways we might use other ham technologies, such as APRS. We are always looking for a few good 
people to join the Team. To be a member, you must maintain active membership in Contra Costa County RACES, have a valid 
FCC amateur radio license of technician class or higher, be at least 18 years old, have a valid California driver's license, pass a 
background check and be willing to actively participate in ARC Team functions. The Team meets monthly at the Sheriff's Field 
Operations Building, 1980 Muir Road in Martinez on the third Wednesday of each month at 7:30PM. We encourage you to talk to 
any Team member for details, or you may contact either Clay Yale, N6YBQ, the ARC Team's Reserve Lieutenant, at 
cwyale@mcn.org or 707/785-2404; or Mike Patterson, KE6JGA, at mapa(@ieee.org or 510/842-5019.

Walt Ebbett, KB6QIB transmit at high power to the 146.970 VHF repeater beyond Lake 
Berryessa. With my HT in my office, 1 communicated with my car 
on the UHF frequency, needing only low power to reach my car. It 
worked like a charm. I was able to use the HT to talk to a ham in 
a car way out there on Highway 5. He heard me loud and clear. 
His transmissions were clearly re-transmitted back to my HT 
through my car radio. There's the option for 2-way or 1-way cross 
band. 1-way is probably sufficient with a repeater (using the cross 
band to transmit, but receiving direct on the HT). 2-way would 
probably be more useful with simplex. 
A couple of words of caution: When a radio is set up for 
crossband repeating it needs to be carefully monitored. Any signal 
coming in to either band (in 2-way mode) is re-transmitted on the 
other band, even just background noise if the squelch is set too . 
low. Further, in the 2-way crossband mode you are putting a 
heavy load on the crossbanding radio and car battery. It is
